The communication is 
about as lucid as some of the plays 
on the screen! Is not the Smith 
family large enough: or is it too 
numerous?

principles. The stage people have, 
from the earliest days of Greece and 
Rome, adopted assumed names out 
of consideration for their families. 
The actors also wore masks, as they 
did net wish to be known to the pub- 
lic. They had no civil rights and 
were deprived of citizenship. Even 
in “modern days” in Great Britain, 
a similar custom and law applied, 
and “respectable people never went 
to the playhouse,” except. when 
“slumming,” and then they wore

lic opinion, Cromwell closed every 
“playhouse” in England, and kept 
them dark“ during his engagement 
as “Protector” — about nineteen 
years.

THE HARBOR OF THE FUTURE. 
Due to the tremendous industrial 
growth that has taken place during the last 


environs are becoming cramped for harbor 
+ facilities. Great as has been the develop- 
ment of Los Angeles Harbor, that of the 
territory it serves has been greater; and 
the Chamber of Commerce andi kindred or- 
ganizations have formed an association for 
united effort in intensive harbor develop- 
ment. A single instance, cited at the trade 
and commerce meeting heid in Pasadena 
the other night, discloses the paramount 
necessity for immediate harbor tmprove- 
ment. Eighteen months ago only four 
steamship lines sailed regularly from Los 
Angeles Harbor: today it is used by twenty- 
six lines and four more have applied for 
space end cannot be ated. 

That increase in the number of lines sail- 
ing from the port of Los Angeles is indica- 
tive of the commercial and industrial de- 
velopment of the Pacific Coast area. It 
marks the shifting of trade routes due in 
part to the great World War. We had 
been expecting a vast increase in com- 
merce and shipping: but nothing so tre- 
mendous or so rapid as these figures por- 
tray. Trade from Siberia, Japan, China, 
South America, from our own insular pos- 
sessions and that made possible with the 
Atlantic Coast and Europe by the use of 
the Panama Canal—ell this trade and com- 
mefce is knockjng Uke opportunity at the 
entrance to Los Angeles Harbor. If the 
gate be thrown open its full width the 
whole can be easily accommodated; but if 
the half of it is turned aside by reason of 
inadequate port facilities we may wait for 
a generation before it will come back. 

Nature has given us a harbor with possi- 
bilities sufficient to care for all the trade 
of the Pacific area for at least another hun- 
dred years: But nature does not dredge 
channels and build wharves. Nature feeds 
the birds and the fishes by putting food 
within their reach, not by dropping it into 
their mouths; and it is the same with har- 
ber facilities for Southern California. Ort-

TCKS AND TRAFFIC. 

The number of freight-carrying motor 
vehicles is increasing so rapidly in South- 
ern California that stricter regulations for 
the operation on the city streets and on 
the highways have become indispensable. 
The motor truck is here to stay, because it 
is an economic necessity. Motor trucking 
over a good highway will distribute produce 
as cheaply and as rapidly as the steam and 
electric railroads. And the railroads are 
limited in their operation to the immediate 


district where a railroad line bas been 


built——-while the motor trucks can follow 
good roads anywhere. 

There is a vast territory on the northern 
part of Los Angeles county that is now 
highly cultivated because good roads have 
opened it to motor freight. No branch rail- 
road lines have been built there; for the 
condition of railroad finance has not per- 
mitted branch-lines extensions. But the 
motor trucks convey the grain, the fruit 
and other agricultural produce quickly and 
cheaply to the Los Angeles terminal. The 
advantage of speed of the motor truck over 
the horse-propelled vehicles and their great- 
er availability for long hauls have made 
the truck a necessity. The city dweller 
is especially interested in them because 
they stimulate production and cheapen the 
cost of distribution. They are destined to 
become a potent factor in stabilizing in- 
dustry and reducing the high cost of living. 

But the motor truck has been losing 
caste during recent months by reason of 
reckless driving. The State motor vehicle 
law permits it a maximum speed of twenty 
miles an hour, which is too great. It tends 
to rack the truck and it endangers the 
lives of pedestrians. An ordinance has 
been proposed reducing the speed limit to 
fifteen miles an hour, and prominent mem-

agree with The. Times that its passage is 
necessary as a measure of public safety. 
‘The association also agrees with The Times 
that 18 years should be the minimum age 
limit for the drivers of motor trucks. 

It is not easy always to fix the blame of 
the excessivé speed at which motor trucks 
are frequently operated over the city 
streets. Some of the drivers say that the 


companies require them to cover so great 


a distance in a given time that they are 
compelled to speed up to make good. But 
many employers say that youthful drivers 
will occasionally run the trucks away over 
the speed limit to make thé deliveries re- 
quired in order that they may have time 
off for joy riding before the return to the 
shop or factory. They say that lowering 
the speed limit and strictly enforcing the 
speed laws will be of benefit alike to the 
truck owners and the public. 

Motor trucking is serving to revolution- 
ize industry in and about Los Angeles. it 
facilitates city deltveries, cheapens trans- 
portation and furnishes to the territory pro- 
tection against a tie-up of the railroad lines 
Only a year ago an attempt was made by 
certain factions in the railroad brother- 
hoods to force closed-shop conditions on 
Los Angeles, throdgh the medium of a rail- 
road tie-up. For three days a car blockade 
was maintained against Los Angeles. But 
the motor trucks came to the rescue and 
it became apparent to the radical union- 
ists that they were injaring their own cause 
without any prospect of starving Southern 
California into submission. The motor 
truck had much to do with breaking the 
railway strike. 

It is not at all likely that the motor 

wil) injure seriously the freight business 
of the steam and electric railroads, at least 
for a number of years. At the present time 
there is ample freight for both. The rail- 
roads will get the long hauls; and the mo 
tor trucks will serve to bring products 
from the interior to the freight yards. The 
Times applauds the success of the motor 
truck; but it repeats that strict regulation 
is necessary to keep it from becoming, in 
the hands of a reckless driver, a demon of 
death.

The use of public highways is so free and 
unrestricted that it is not unusual to find 
a public road dug up and planted in vege- 
tables or obstructed by a house built on it. 

Choice of occupation is so free that any- 
body who can live by begging is allowed to 
do so, and beggars take possession of pub- 
lic buildings in bad weather and camp, un- 


hindered by the authorities, at the door of 


any merchant who refuses them alms. 

There its freedom in sickness. Any citt- 
zen is freply permitted to catch any kind 
of disease, and when a man falls sick of 
smallpox, typhus or other infectious at- 
ment his friends and neighbors are at h- 
erty to crowd into the patient's room by 
day and night, and do so, thus helping to 
spread the infection. 

A similar freedom is found even in death. 
When a man dies who has no near rela- 
tives, whoever happens to be burdened with 
the corpse can put it in a box and deposit 
it, without any formality, by the roadside. 
U stays there until the box falls to pieces 
or some good samaritan volunteers to bury 
the body.

Decker was discovered and ar- 
rested by. Police Detective George 
Lacy of Houston, on the 5th inst., 
Just after, it is said, he had ob- 
tained 832,000 from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Humble, Tex. Fol- 
lowing his arrest he confessed the 
Los Angeles swindle to Detective 
‘Lacy and also admitted swindling 
the bank in Texas, advices state. A 
failure by bank officials to make a 
complete identification prevented 
prosecution in Texas and Decker was 
turned over to Detective King of 
this city. 

Accordi to the local records 
Decker arrived in this city early in 
April, 1919, posing as E. B. Chand- 
ler, a wealthy Texas cotton grow- 
ler. Presenting asserted forged let- 
jters to C. H. Dowell of the Los An- 
geles Stock Exchange, Decker se- 
cured an introduction to officials of 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, and on May 9. after 
having drawn a draft through the 
bank, on Chandler's account in 
Texas, cashed two checks amount- 
ing to $10,500, it is charged. 

The drafts were returned as 
forged and when the bank started 
an investigation Decker could not 
be found. He was net heard from 


says, Decker told of having married 
a voung and pretty woman about 
four years ago. He purchased a

Until hie 
arrest his wife believed that he 
was absent from home only while 
aged in operating in stocks and 
bonds in New York City.
